78  births — 37  males  and  41  females — were  registered, 
furnishing  a  birth  rate  of  13.6  per  1,000  population,  compared 
with  a  rate  of  14.4  for  the  previous  year.

Still  Births.- — There  were  2  still  births,  furnishing  a  still 
birth  rate  of  .35  compared  with  .60  for  England  and  Wales.
